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OVERVIEW ~ 


This allegation was received on 02/26/18 and assigned to this Investigator on 03/12/18. 

The Complainant alleges the Licensee provided treatment in November 2017 after her license lapsed 
on April 30, 2017. 



The Complainant stated the patient in this allegation came to ForesWie^HospitelmGran^api^ 
Michigan under court ord er for a psychological examination. 

Complainant stated according to the patient, the Licensee had previously 
provideSS^patienrotn treatment, both in person and via video technology. The Complainant stated 
the patient reported to her she continues to talk with the Licensee multiple times a week and sees her 
In person for therapy when the Licensee is In Michigan, stating further, the Licensee currently resides 
in Virginia. The Complainant stated the patient reported the most recent face-to-face meeting was In 
November 2017. 


The Complainant stated she spoke with the Licensee via telephone regarding the patient. The 
Complainant stated the conversation lasted a considerable amount of time and much of the 
conversation caused her reason for concern about the patient's well-being. The Complainant stated 
during the conversation the Licensee conveyed to the Complainant that she began treating the patient 
in August 2016, stating she treats both the patient and her roommate via secure video platform. The 
Complainant stated the Licensee conveyed to the Complainant that she does “this kind of work under 
the radar" and “that she is not easily found" claiming her covertness is an effort to protect both her 
patients and herself. The Complainant stated the Licensee conveyed to her the patient is a victim of a 
sex trafficking organization and her parents are the perpetrators, stating further, the patient had been 







trafficked since she was a baby. The Complainant stated the Licensee conveyed to her the patient “has 
a price on her head all the time” and that “people get a kick back for trying to get her”. The Complainant 
stated the Licensee conveyed to her the patient is being burned by her “handlers” with electromagnetic 
weapons and stated the patient has burns that just “appear” on her skin for no apparent reason. The 
Complainant stated the Licensee insisted the patient is not self-harming, insisting that injuries she has 
are the result of being burned with the electromagnetic weapons. The Complainant stated the Licensee 
wrote a letter to the treatment team at Forest View Hospital confirming the patient is suffering from 
Dissociative Identity Disorder (DID), has made strides while working with the Licensee, and should not 
be placed in involuntary treatment (Attachment 2, pgs. 5-8). The Complainant stated the facility also 
received a letter from the patient’s roommate and information from the Licensee, including her resume, 
a package of information referencing Laws Against Criminal Use of Electromagnetic Weapons, and a 
letter explaining her recommendations for treatment of the patient (Attachment 2, pgs. 1-4 & 9-19). The 
Complainant stated the Licensee told her that the patient has been diagnosed with DID and expressed 
to her she was concerned for the patient as she felt that being court ordered to treatment was a mistake. 
The Complainant stated the Licensee conveyed to her the Complainant was concerned the patient was 
going to get “swept in this metal heath system and not be able to get out". 

The Complainant stated as part of Forest View Hospital’s treatment, the patient was referred for 
outpatient therapy through Community Mental Health (CMH). The Complainant stated she conveyed 
the Licensee’s concerns to the therapists at CMH. The Complainant was told by CMH the patient had 
been under their care previously, and they had communicated with the Licensee, as well, and also had 
concerns about her treatment of the patient. The Complainant stated it is her understanding the patient 
was encouraged to discontinue serves with CMH by the Licensee. 

The Complainant provided this Investigator with a copy of the letter the Licensee sent to her. The 
document addresses several issues, including, the Licensee’s credentials, time she has been treating 
the patient, and how she and the patient came to be known to one another. In the document the 
Licensee speaks to the patient’s condition and the treatment she had completed with the patient. In 
addition, the document provides the Licensee’s opinions as to how the patient’s continued treatment 
should occur and how the patient's medications should be managed (Attachment 2, pgs. 1-4). 

The Complainant stated information obtained from the patient coupled with the conversation and 
mailings she received from the Licensee gave her cause for concern for the patient’s well-being. She 
stated she researched the Licensee and learned the Licensee’s Michigan License lapsed April 30, 
2017. The Complainant stated any treatment she had provided to the patient after 04/30/17 was in an 
unlicensed capacity. The Complainant stated in addition to providing unlicensed therapy she Is also 
concerned the Licensee Is “feeding Into’ some of the delusional thoughts the patient is experiencing.

The interview with the Licensee was held over the telephone due to the Licensee currently residing in 
Virginia. The Licensee holds two bachelor’s degrees, the first in Music Education from Seton Hill 
University v\^h a completion date of 1973. The Licensee's second bachelors degree Is in Music 
Therapy from Michigan State University with a completion date of 1975. The Licensee holds a master’s 
degree in Clinical Social Work from Wayne State University with a completion date of 1979. The 
Licensee states she is Board Certified Diplomate in Clinical Social Work and holds many additional 
certifications. 

The Licensee acknowledged her Michigan license had expired/lapsed on 04/30/17 and acknowledged 
that she continued to treat the patient in question along with two additional Michigan patients during 
the time her license was expired/lapsed. The Licensee stated she thought she had turned in everything 
needed for renewal but learned that some of her continuing education credits (CEUs) had not counted 
as she did not complete the required threshold for face-to-face courses, stating further, she had 
completed enough CEUs but all the courses she had taken were home study-type courses. The 
Licensee stated she learned the State of Michigan had changed the necessary requirennents to include 
a certain number of face-to-face courses, and she had not completed any at the time she applied for 
renewal. The Licensee stated she began to search for face-to face courses but stated she did not want 
to take a course that was not going to be useful to her. The Licensee stated during this time her mother 
became III and she moved to Virginia to care for her, but prior to moving she had been searching for a 
course to take in Eye Movement Desensitization and Reprocessing (EMDR). The Licensee stated all 
the EDMR courses she found in Michigan had 2-3 years waiting lists. The Licensee stated after moving 
to Virginia she continued searching for a course in EMDR to complete her required CEUs. The Licensee 
stated she found a course that was twenty CEU credits and enrolled in April or May 2017. The Licensee 
stated when she enrolled in the course she understood that it was a two-part course with the first 
session being held in August 2017 and the second being held in January 2018. The Licensee stated 
the professor did not clarify with the students in the program that all twenty CEUs would be withheld 
until completion of the second session, stating further, at enrollment, she thought she would be 
receiving the CEU credits in August. The Licensee stated as soon as all the course wori^ was 
completed, and she received her CEUs, she sent the required documentation into the State of Michigan 
and her license was reinstated. 

The Licensee stated during the time that her Michigan license was lapsed/expired (04/30/2017- 
02/20/2018), she held a valid Virginia license. The Licensee stated during said time she was working 
with three Michigan clients, stating they had been long time clients and she was/has been working to 
“finish them up". The Licensee stated she would see the clients in person when she was in Michigan 
and over a video platform specifically designed for behavioral health, called. V See. The Licensee 
stated V See is completely HIPPA compliant. The Licensee stated she continues to treat two of her 
Michigan based clients using the same methods to hold sessions, stating further, she Is finishing up 
treatment with both clients. 

The Licensee did not speak about the nature of the treatment of the patient in question or about her 
condition but did acknowledge she was treating the patient and doing so during the period that her 
Michigan licensee was expired/lapsed. The Licensee stated the patient was attending treatment 
sessions with her, both in person and via video conference. 

The Licensee stated she intends to keep her Michigan licensee after she has finished treatrT>ent with 
her Michigan clients. The Licensee stated once she is no longer needed in Virginia she intends to move 
back to Michigan and continues to maintain a residence and office In the state to this day. 




ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


Records for the patient in question have been requested to verify the patient was being treated by the 
Licensee during the period that her licensed was expired/lapsed. The records have been attached to 
this report as Attachment 3, pgs. 1-4. The Licensee provided a list of dates she treated the patient also 
with what appears to be an explanation of her circumstances.

when she arrived in Michigan. My relationship with her from 2013-2015 was as a staff member 
working for the AFC home that she lived in. From diat^int on, I've had the opportunity develop a 
meaningful relationship withljand also obberve^n'^^''®®^ on her healing journey. 

After 26l5^Hstarted living on her own after WMCMH encouraged her to get her own 
apartment. She lived in her apartment for a year and thert she and I decided to move in together. 
We l>ved together as roommates for a little over a year. So I’velcnown^'or a total of four years, 
which has given me the opportunity to get to know her pretty well 

It Is my intention to emphasize that his brave woman has pushed so hard out of her own volition, 
and navigated her way ih recovery from horrific abuse, beer, victimized by trauma from an 

early age and was trafficked in various ways as a child. What I see is an absolutely sar>e woman who^ 
has endured extreme triuma. who is making plans and setting goals for the lUture. 

Over the course of time that I’ve knowr-H together we scoured the country to find someone 
who works with extreme trauma and Diomcces not exhibit the characteristics Of a 
schizophrenic. She exhibits the charecceristics of highly structured Dissociative Identity Disorder, 
been victimized by extreme abuse, in other words sadistic trauma This brave soul is a 
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viairr, of human trafficking and stalking. I personally have Observed the stalking numerous times as 
well. Together ^ and I contacted several sources to get help, one being the Internatiooal Society 
for Trauma ar»d Dtssociabon (iSSTD) looking for someone v/ho specializes in this type of trauma. 

We found Bleen Aveni, arnJ it was difficult to find her! Ei'een is a private therapist that works ur>der 
the radar, because survivors of this type can be in danger from organl29d abuse handler groups.

Mental Health. It vras^^idea but Eileen and I approved.^Jand Bieen were making a tot of 
progress together, addressing things that had never been touched under State sponsored mental 
health treatment protocol. 

did not reduce her meds on her own accord. Togetne^^J her therapist Eileen and Crystal 
Lake Clinic actively discussed this. Crystal Lake Clinic suggested a decrease in medicebon and 
agreed in interim to provide medications until a psychiatrist is obtained The decision to reduce 
medication was NOT made on her own. Due to years of being on a ben 20 dia 2 epine and dealing 
with physical dependency, it was no longer effectK-e anyways.

Irt th«rapyHd:sccvvered that it had b«an a group of DID parts that had been causing the ED 
problems/synipcoms. These parts would surface here and there, but she and Eileen had actively 
been working on it Aiso^was 5 harir>g with rne personally with candid honesty inv 3 lvir>g how this 
behavior was groomed from childhood. Ifs rx>t textbook ED. She was honest about the good and 
the bad, her triumphs and failures-^Bhad actually been doing pretty well in this arena, which was 
3 far cry from how she had b^ the first *ree years 1 had tnown her. Last month the symptoms 
surfaced with different parts for a short time agan. She lost some weight during that time. 
Apparently some of the DIO parts intentionally sabotage because they are vrorking for the 
handlers, until Eileen got to those parts to imegrate. Hhas also had issues mimicking the eating 
disorder that were relative to CNS function along witn other CNS related s>Tnptoms when she 
dealt with Xanax withdrawal three times in my observance living with her.

Over the course of time that I've known^ the stalking goir^g bn by her handlers has increased 
my stress so much that It got me to the point of being overwhelmed. I thought 1 might be able to 
get some help with this by havfng ^|do inpatient. I was already at a loss with all of this. I never 
dreamed that it would come tb this potnt^Bwas extremely drunk when I called 911, notin 
psychosis or anything of that nature. I was just overwhelmed. Because of the staHdng it pu5.hed me 
over the tbp.^Hdoesn't normally drink. I’ve knowri her since 2013 and have only observed her 
drunk twice including this incident For the two incidents that she has drunk, she bcfceme heavily 
intoxicated. But in all honesty 1 don’t perceive^Bas being an alcoholic. 

a very intelligent woman. She mar\d 9 es her money extremely well, has a strong sense of 
responsibtlily and has fought tooth end nail to heal from the abuse she's experienced. She had 
been with Community Mental Health since she was six years old, but her parents have been part of 
the perpetrating and had a vested interest In keeping her looking like she was sick. 
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is brave and inspiring. The way they are treating her at Forest View is as if she ts an extreme Ml 
Case and she Is not. I also have held positions in a residential crisis home in the pest, and car< 
ooserve the difference between extreme Ml and wrist a courageous soul 


been healing. Yes she has reactions iike anybody would, but with no consistent addiction 
behaviors over the course o? time that I’ve lcnow« her. When I ^ound out about her ea.'‘ly core 
Childhood trauma. I was as shocked as she was. She’s a dear trusted friend of .'nine, but I became 
Overwhelmed too and tried to get help at the same time.
